COUNCIL'S |

Provides Salary Boosts jj 
But Is Lower Than 
Last Year's 


With no more* show of emotion 
than a bus passenger displays in 
buying a two-cent newspaper, 
Santa Ana's city council last night 
approved an operative budget call¬ 
ing for expenditures of $557,825 
during the fiscal year which 
opened July 1. 

Courtcilmen had hashed over the 
budget plans with City Auditor 
Lloyd Banks, so all that was re¬ 
quired last night was formal ac¬ 
tion. Councilman Ernest Layton 
moved adoption of the budget and 
Councilman Plummer Bruns sec¬ 
onded. There was no discussion 
and no opposition. 

Salary Boost 

The figures, prepared by City 
Auditor Lloyd Banks, include a 
recent salary increase of $12,000 
per year and a like figure for re- ; 
pairs for the joint outfall sewer 

Last year the city budgeted 
$606,714 and spent $623,453.19, but 
with both taxes and other sources 
of revenue running higher than es¬ 
timated, the city wound up with 
a surplus of more than $.'52,000. 

Taxes $340,750 

Salaries will claim the largest 
single item of the 1936-37 budget, 
a total of $277,325. Other items 
are fixed charges, $148,600; capital 
outlay, $25,550; relief projects, 
$15,000; repairs, $4500; supplies, 
$39,200; general government, $4,- 
950; library, $31,700; maintenance 
of equipment, $19,000; outfall 
sewer, $12,000. 

The budget anticipates $340,750 
in taxes and $257,250 from other

Meanwhile a White House con- j 
ference on the drought crisis was j 
called for this afternoon by Presi- I 
dent Roosevelt as weather bureau j 
predictions forecast contined arid- [ 
ity and "abnormally high" tem¬ 
peratures for the affected area. 

AAA officials said the modifica¬ 
tions would apply to officially 
designated emergency drought 
areas to be named later this week, 
principally in North Dakota, Mon¬ 
tana and Wyoming. 

The change was made, they 
added, to preserve all available 
forage for livestock feed and to 
encourage the planting of forage 
and feed crops for use during the 
coming fall and winter. 

Farmers in designated counties 
. may comply with the soil con¬ 
servation program under the modi¬ 
fied regulations and still receive 
subsidy payments, it was said, or 
they may comply with the original 
regulation, depending upon 
drought damage on their individ¬ 
ual farms.

THREAT MADE 
AT MORGAN 

Lewis +o Prosecute If 
Lawlessness Develops 
From Union Drive 

WASHINGTON. 6PI—Threaten¬ 
ing to prosecute J. P. Morgan and 
Company if "lawlessness” devel¬ 
ops, John L. Lewis today signalled 
full speed ahead in the campaign 
to bring 500,000 steel employes in¬ 
to the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. 

In a radio speech last night, the 
head of the committee for indus¬ 
trial organization charged that the 
"overlords of the steel empire” had 
declared "civil war" against the 
unionization drive. 

On the heels of a prediction that 
the industry would “deliberately 
provoke strife and bloodshed” at 
the mills to discredit organizers 
and intimidate workers, Lewis said 
the high and low in steel would be 
d rought to "justice” if infractions 
of the law were uncovered. 

Lewis listed J. P. Morgan and 
Company, "which controls the 
United States Steel Corporation,” 
other bankers, corporation offi¬ 
cials and "their armed guards, or 
other hirelings and mercenaries” 
as among those who might be held 
accountable for breaking the law. 

Lewis charged that the Ameri¬ 
can Iron and Steel Institute, em¬ 
ployers’ organization, had already 
"contravened the law" by publish¬ 
ing in the daily press its position 
toward the campaign. He inter¬ 
preted this statement as pledging 
"the vast resources of the industry 
against the right of its workers to 
engage in self-organization or 
modern collective bargaining.”

Activities of the radio car will 
be directed by Inspector Fred Val¬ 
lejo of the southern district, here 
on emergency duty. It is thought 
to be the first such car for police 
use in the United States.

Revenue to Be $342,919 
in 1936- 37; Bill for 
Fourth' Protested 


LAGUNA BEACH.—With $812,- 
578 on deposit June 30 as com¬ 
pared to $470,634 for the corres¬ 
ponding day of 1935, an all-time 
high level for bank deposits was 
recorded here, according to Frank 
Hevener, manager of the Laguna 
Beach branch of the Bank of 
America. The figures released by 
Mr. Hevener represent deposits at 
his bank, until a few months ago 
the Citizens bank of Laguna 
Beach. There is no other bank¬ 
ing institution in Laguna Beach. 

July 1, 1936 completed the first 
year's operation of the First Fed¬ 
eral Savings and Loan association 
of Laguna Beach, with assets to¬ 
taling $310,438. At the begin¬ 
ning of operations on July 1, 1935, 
the assets were reported at $4,- 
745, according to Andrew S. Hall, 
secretary manager of the institu¬ 
tion. 

Postal receipts, it was learned, 
for the first six months of 1936, 
aggregated $17,405 as compared to 
$11,748 for the corresponding pe¬ 
riod of 1935.

HUNTINGTON BEACH City 
government in Huntington Beach 
will be slightly more expensive 
this year, but special expense will 
be cut down to a point which 
brings the budget for the fiscal 
year to about the level of last 
year’s expenditures, the city coun¬ 
cil decided last night in approving 
expenses for the year beginning 
July 1. 

The council budgeted expendi¬ 
tures totalling $289,380 from an 
estimated revenue of $342,919 for 
the coming year. An estimated 
surplus of about $5,3,500 is expect¬ 
ed. 

To Spend $157,140 

The city will spend $157,140 from 
the general fund, $17,500 from the 
music and promotion fund and 
$9000 on the public library Other 
routine expenditures include bond 
funds, chamber of commerce ac¬ 
tivities and special street, work. 

Two special expenditures plan¬ 
ned for the coming year are the 
$45,000 beach pavilion, for which 
the federal government will furn¬ 
ish a portion of the funds, and 
thi Frankfort street improvement, 
which will be finished with state 
gasoline tax appropriations. 

Regular city taxes this year will 
bring in an estimated $225,000 and 
city licenses should produce about 
$50,000, according to reports of 
City Clerk C. R. Furr.

LAGUNA BEACH. No action 
is contemplated nor likely to be 
taken by the city authorities in 
instances where owners of beach 
front property have fenced in part 
of the beach sands, up to the mean 
high tide mark, for private use, 
inquiries disclosed today. 

Councilman Thomas A. Cum¬ 
mings, who last year requested 
that a search be made of beach 
frontage titles, admitted that he 
had learned of attempts on the 
part of certain property owners 
to fence in their beach holdings 
by using rope barriers. Ho added 
that the title search made last 
year indicated private ownership. 
Inquiries also disclosed that other 
owners have posted their beach 
holdings as private property. 

Further inquiries revealed that 
property owners on the whole do 
not object to other people using 
the beach in front of their respec¬ 
tive residences. Their main objeo 
tion, however, is to the dirty con¬ 
dition in which out-of-town parties 
leave the beach, particularly over 
week-ends, thus forcing the owner 
to clean up and carry away trash 
and garbage.

Cotton has just returned from 
the Democratic convention at 
Philadelphia. There he succeeded 
in putting over a resolution which 
would eliminate Neblett, as an al¬ 
ternate delegate, from the Cali¬ 
fornia campaign committee.

Cotton got a cracked rib in a 
scuffle with Neblett at a party 
given by the San Clemente man 
in Philadelphia. 

Recently Neblett was reported 
to have said Cotton, Sen. Culbert 
Olson and A. T. Jergins are back¬ 
ing a movement for recall of Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam. In regard to this, 
Cotton said: 

"Such a statement can be but 
part of the Baron Munchausen 
imagination of the person who or¬ 
iginated it. I have never discussed 
politicis or policies with either Ol¬ 
son or Jergins. Merriam's reten¬ 
tion in office will insure the elec- 
ti n of a Democratic governor in 
1938."

Says U. S. Can’t 
Remain Neutral 


CHARLOTTEYTLLE. Va. UP> 

P. H. YV. Almy, barrister of Tor¬ 
quay, England, told the Institute 
of Public Affairs today he found 
it impossible to believe America 
could remain neutral in case of a 
general European war, 

"Neutrality may keep you out 
of the fighting lines, but it will not 
keep you out of the bankruptcy 
courts," he said. 

"You may save your lives, but 
you will -not save your souls, and 
certainly you will not save your 
investments and your bank bal¬ 
ances. 

"You cannot localize the devas¬ 
tation of a great war, you cannot 
escape the overthrow of one in 
the close phalanx of nations. If 
Germany collapses or if France or 
any other, then you and I will fall 
down."
